Head of Industrial Group Says 
Area Committees Will 
Be Named. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 12.— A4. W. 


Robertson of Pittsburgh, Pa., chaire 
man of the Committee on Indus- 


trial Rehabilitation, one of the 


igroups set up at the recent White 


House business conference, an- 
nounced plans today for an exten- 
sive organization to accomplish his 
committee's assignment. 
Robertson, who is chairman of 
the board of the Westinghouse 
Electric & Manufacturing Co., said 
he would announce the member- 
ship of his committee next week. 
Its first step, he announced, 
would be to organize sub-commit- 
tees in each federal reserve dis- 
trict. 

Robertson’s plan provides that 
these committees organize smalier 
committees within the boundaries 
of the various industrial areas in 
the reserve districts, 

“This organization ~ plan,” Rob- 
ertson said, “will bring together 
industrial and business leadership 
in the principal production centers 
of the United States and will en- 
roll importan executives in the 
program to start the orders for 
equipment, machinery and plant 
facilities in motion: 

“Each Federal Reserve District 
committee and industrial area sub- 
committee will approach its job 
with a general knowledge of the 
replacement needs of the manufac- 
turer and will be equipped with 
ample evidence proving that mod« 
ernization is the right step to take 
without further delay.” 

The committee will point out te 
factory owners, Robertson said, 
that run-down machinery can best 
be replaced now because financial 
and credit conditions are improved 
and purchase and installation costs 
for machinery are low. 

Robertson said that in industries 
devoted to the making of machin- 
ery and equipment approximately 
1,620,000 workers had been de- 
prived of employment since 1929, 
at a total loss of income of more 
than $3,000,000,000 annually. 

“Expenditures for equipment, 
machinery and plant facilities, he 
declared, “have dropped from an 
average normal outlay of $5,000,- 
000,000 to a yearly total of $1,260, 
000,000. This falling off consti« 
tutes one of the major factors con- 
tributing to continuance of the pa- 
ralysis which besets American in- 
dustry at the present time. 

“The progress of industrial 
maintenance has been interrupted 
to such a degree that today more 
than 60 per cent of the machinery, 
equipment and plant facilities in 
American factories is obsolete. 

“The fact that in these last three 
years there has been more rapid 
improvement in equipment design 
than in any period in our indus- 
trial history makes the condition 
that much more urgent. Replace- 
ment has not kept pace with this 
engineering advance,” 


REAR ADMIRAL COLVOCORESSES 
DIES; FOUGHT AT MANILA BAY 


Retired Officer, Formerly With 
field, Conn.

LITCHFIELD, Conn., Sept. 12.— 
Rear Admiral George P. Colvoco- 
resses, I. 8. N., retired, who par- 
ticipated in the battle of Manila 
Bay as an officer in Admiral Dew- 
ey’s squadron, died suddenly Sat- 
urday night at the age of 85. 

He was born in Norwich, Vt., the 
only son of Capt. George M. Col- 
yocoresses, U. 8.

GENERAL REGISTRATION 
RULES ARE SENT OUT 


Decision on Naturalized Citi- 
zens Is Made for Election 
Board. 


Persons declaring themselves to 


be naturalized citizens, but not able 
to present their papers at the gen- 
eral registration of Sept. 26-29, will 
be permitted to register, under a 
ruling made for the Election Board 
today by Associate City Counselor 
Senti. 

Between the registration time 
and election day, Nov. 8, persons 
who are registered under these cir- 
cumstances will be required to 
show their papers or other certifi- 
cate of their naturalization at the 
Election Board office. Those who 
fail to do so will be removed from 
the voting Hsts. 

Miss Emma J. Bobb, Election 
Board chairman, today prepared a 
list of rules for precinct registra- 
tion officials, including the rule on 
those claiming naturalization. An- 
other rule was that persons in line 
to register at the closing time, 9 
p. m., On any of the four days, 
should be permitted to register and 
not told to come later. No one 
will be permitted to get into line 
after 9. Registration will begin at 
8 a. m. on the four days. 

The registering officials are in- 
structed that the constitution and 
laws of Missouri do not disfran- 
chise recipients of public charitable 
aid, unless they are kept in poor- 
houses at public expense. This in- 
formation was given because of the 
attempt made in the State of Maine 
to disfranchise all recipients of 
public charity, under the terms of 
an old statute. 

Miss Bobb predicted this year’s | 
registration would reach a total of 
400,000. That of 1928 was 362,- 
672, of which 205,161 were men 
and 157,511 were women. Regis- 
tration for the August primary was 
321,439. The four-day registration 
to begin Sept. 26 is the basic reg- | 
istration, made every four years, | 
and all persons are required to 
register anew, as no names will be 
carried oyer from the present lists.

MEXICO, Mo., Sept. 12 Natural 
gas will be furnished Mexico con- 
gumers shortly, probably within a 
month, it is announced by officials 


of the Missouri Power & Light Co. 


The announcement indicates that 
the ght company will furnish the 
gas without the franc franchise which it 
has sought in vain. 

It is thought that other Missouri 
rommunities may now be supplied 
‘with natural gas without granting 
franchise rights. 

Certain changes, including alter- 
ation of stove burners, are neces- 
pary before the change can be 
made. A line of the Panhandle 
(astern Pipe Line Co. now touches 
the city limits, requiring only the 
Jaying of feeder lines within the 
city proper to bring the natural gas 
to the consumer. Officials of the 
light company indicated that the 

ecessary physical changes will be 

shed to ly. ‘completion, and it 
Is expecte that the natural gas 
Will be turned into the city lines in 
October. 
All Protection Needed. 

Only recently the corporation 
had prepared to appeal to the 
courts against the order of the State 
Public Service Commission to sup- 
ply natural gas without a fran- 
chise. The recent State Supreme 
Court ruling that a utility cannot 
be ousted without action by the 
State Puplic Service Commission is 
given as the reason for the deci- 
sion to accept the order. The rul- 
ing was in the case of a privately 
owned utility company, which the 
city of Sikeston sought to oust fol- 
lowing expiration of the franchise. 

Prior to the Supreme Court de- 
cision the Missouri Power & Light 
Co. contended that it must be 
granted a franchise to protect its 
capital investment before making 
the change from artificial to natur- 
pl gas. The decision assures the 
company of the right of appeal to 
the Public Service Commission in 
gny serious dispute with the city. 

Councilman William A. Debo, 
Btanch opponent of the franchise, 
said that, apparently, the company 
had decided to give up its fight, 
having concluded that the Supreme 
Court decision in the Sikeston case 
would be applicable to the local sit- 
uation. Debo said that he and his 
associates in the fight against the 
granting ofa franchise welcomed 
the announcement that Mexico is to 
have natural gas. It was through 
the efforts of Debo and three oth- 
ers in the council that the franchise 
was not granted. 

He considers that the court deci- 
mon in the Sikeston case neither 
conferred new powers on the Public 
Service Commission nor altered the 
authority that has always been ex- 
ercised by the commission. 

_ Mayor Says He Is Satisfied. 

Mayor R. W. Berry, elected last 
Spring on an anti-franchise plat- 
form, but who recently advocated 
the granting of a 14-year franchise 
to the Missouri Power & Light Co., 
described the Supreme Court deci- 
sion as in effect establishing a 
*poerpetual franchise.” 

“The decision practically elimin- 
ates the necessity of a utility ob- 
taining a franchise from a com- 
munity,” Mayor Berry explained. 
„Our people favored the granting of 
the franchise, as was shown by a 
petition bearing the names of 1440 
ponsumers who thought that the 
rompany should be granted the 
fright to operate in Mexico. We 
jhave received a nice proposition 
From the light company, and I be- 
fieve that everything will go along 
Smoothly, and that the majority o 
‘our citizens will be satisfied. The 
minority who did not favor grant 
ing the franchise have also beer 
satisfied.”

HE unhappy progress of pool price con- 

trol reaches another milestone, It marks 
the grave of the famous California raisin 
pool. The campaign to sign sufficient 
acreage to retain domination ef the 1933 
crop has failed. Some 210,000 acres of vine. 
yards were necessary to continue operation, 
Only 135,000 acres, or 64 per cent of re- 
quirements, accepted the agreement, It was 
the death blow. Probably no effort will be 
made to revive the move for the prese 
crop. If conditions get worse, an attem! 
may be made to resuscitate the plan next 
year. 

Vineyardists who signed will be released 
from their obligations. Escape for Uncle 
Sam is not so easy. Federal Farm Board 
money financed the venture, Advances 
were secured by raisin tonnage. The pool 
was organized two years ago as part of the 
California Grape Control Board program. 
During the interim, 190,000 tons of. raisins 
have been received. The Farm Board is 
left with 48,000 tons, or 25 per cént of t 
total, on its hands. This includeg- 6000 ton 
of 1930 muscats. 

In 1931, the carry-over was 30,000 tons. 
Everyone hoped the pool would wipe out 
the annual disturbance of an overhanging 
surplus. Instead, the pool expires with 4 
carry-over 18,000 tons greater than. the 
previous year.

Although the Attorney- 
General states that a large percent- 
age of the veterans had criminal 
records, police figures show that 
the number of arrests during June 
and July—when the men were in 
Washington—was lower for each of 
the two months than for August, 
the month after their expulsion.

Waters Says Statement Only An- 


tagonizes Veterans. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 12.— Walter 


W. Waters, commander of the Bo- 
nus Expeditionary Forces, tn a 


statement issued last night through 
an aid said the charges“ contained 
in Attorney-General Mitchell's re- 
port on the bonus army were “ab- 
solutely without foundation in 
fact.” 

Waters expressed “regret” that 
the Attorney-General’s statement 
was issued at this time, saying “it 
will only antagonize thousands of 
veterans who had begun to forget 
what took place in Washington.” 

His statement follows: 

“Mr. Mitchell’s charges are ab- 
solutely without foundation in fact. 
The grand jury failed to find they 
had any basis, since they returned 
three minor indictments 
against men who could hardly be 
called representatives of the bonus 
army. 

“The statement is only a rehash 
of all the charges that have been 
made and published by the admin- 
istration since the eviction of the 
B. E. F. In these charges, they 
have failed to state both sides. It 
was Mr. Mitchell's job to furnish 
this information and he did the 
best he could. . 

“T regret that this statement was 
timed for the American Legion 
convention, as it will only antag- 
onize thousands of veterans who 
had begun to forget what took 
place in Washington. 

J will not discuss the statement 
in detail at this time, but after 
careful study, a complete answer 
will be prepared and issued.”

Warren E. Green of South Dakota, 
was an eutgrowth of the market- 
ing strike sponsored by the Nation- 
al Farmers’ Holiday Association, 
which resulted in highway picket- 
ing and some violence in Western 
lowa and adjacent counties along 
the Missouri River. 
Opening here Friday, the confer- 
ence heard demands from “strike” 
leaders for state embargoes on the 
sale of farm commodities for less 
than production costs, a moratori- 
um on farm and chattel mortgage 
forecloseures and a special ses- 
sion of Congress to establish an 
embargo on the importatfon of 
farm products into the United 
States. 


Would Halt Foreclosures. 


The Governors’ statement recom- 
mended: 

That the President forthwith di- 
rect all administrative officers in 
charge of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Federal Reserve banks, 
Federal Farm Land banks, Federal 
Intermediate Credit banks, national 
banks and all other Federal con- 
trolled credit agencies to refrain 
from foreclosures on farm property 
until Congress assembles to act 
upon the matter. 

“That the President then recom- 
mend to Congress that it authorize 
and direct all Federal officers and 
agencies referred to above to re- 
frain from foreclosures for a period 
of one year, or until al effective 
plan is worked out so that during 
this period of extremely depressed 
prices the property of farmers who 
have an equity in it may be pre- 
served to them.
